THREE HEADS Are BETTER THAN Iwo

Do you consider yourself a serious amateur 
recordist, but have not as yet used a record- 
er with three heads? If so, you should give 
thought to same when -- sometime down the 
road -- you choose your next recorder. A 
machine with three heads has several definite 
advantages over one with two heads. 


The decision will be made for you if you 
plan to buy a new reel-to-reel deck, as vir- 
tually all are now standardized to three 
heads. Not so with cassette decks. Three 
heads become available with "mid-priced" and 
above models. 


All tape recorders have at least two heads. 
In a two-head model, the tape first passes 
over an erase head and then over a record/ 
play head. As its name implies, a record/ 
play head does double duty. The same head is 
used for both the recording and the playback 
processes. 


In a three-head machine, the tape first 
passes over an erase head, then a recording 
head, then a playback head. As the names im- 
ply, the recording head is used only for re- 
cording and the playback only for playback. 
Therefore, (and here's where the plot thick- 
ens), a three-head can both record and play 
back at the same time. This ability opens 
several new vistas for the home recordist. 

As for example: 


1. Perhaps you use a two-head machine and

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TAPING AND THE EARLY RECORDS 


(Fifth & sixth of eight parts) 
by Gene Eaton, IRC Technical Advisor 


In the late 1940's and early 50's, there 
became available on the market, a host of new 
players and amplifiers all fitted with the 
needed scratch suppressors, tone controls and 
assorted controllable ways of handling 78 re- 
cords. All of which did a very good job of 
making the records come alive without the de- 
fects. Thus arose the audiophile with his 
demand for better records and equipment, also 
the records went to vinyl for better surfaces, 
the sound range went up, with 14 kc common. 


Binaural sound appeared and then came ster- 
eo and along about this time the audiophile 
howls got to the manufacturers over the con- 
stant need to reset all the controls for each 
record played. A meeting was held by the in- 
stitute of which all manufacturers of records 
were members, and they worked out an accept- 
able recording curve. The one finally picked 
was the RCA orthofonic recording curve and 
they all agreed to use this. With a few mod- 
ifications over the years, this is the RIAA 
curve used today on all records. Without ex- 
ception and the complimentary playback system. 


No doubt you are all thinking - this is all 
nice reading but what does a history lesson 
have to do with me and my problem of dubbing 
78 records? A great deal, my friend, because 
I have carefully outlined just exactly what 
your problems actually are in dubbing these 
records or for that matter, all the early 
45'scand LE "stof 'therlt950"s.. Also if zou 
have paid attention to this, the glimmering 
of just what the next segment will be talking 
about.

The equipment - if you are one of the for- 
tunate few to have purchased, used and still 
have the record player and associated ampli- 
fier, or radio-phone from the early 50's, all 
that is needed is to hook on your tape record- 
er and go to work. If by some chance you lack 
this but do know where something may be found, 
acquire it for this use. Lacking these, 
another route would be to build up your own 
form of unit. None of this is easy, but, then 
neither is getting the very best out of the 
early records. Frustration will be your lot 
to say the least, but be of good heart, there 
is a light at the end of the tunnel!

either on some speaker arrangement or on ear- 
phones plugged into the recorder. If so, you 
‘are not listening to the recording you are 
making but rather to the "incoming" signal 
before it actually reaches the head of the 
recorder and thus the tape. However with a 
three-head machine you can listen to a play- 
Lack of the recording you just made a fraction 
of a second earlier. So you can instantly 
catch any mistakes and problems. You don't 
have to waste a half-hour before you discover 
that the tape has not been recorded to your 
satisfaction. 


2. Want to know if the Brand A tape you use 
is any better than the Brand B you bought last 
spring, or if Brand X is even poorer than your 
tape friend claims it is? Well, with a three- 
head you can do just that. It's known as an 
A-B comparison test and is as easy as flip- 
ping a switch back and forth. In this test 
you listen on speakers or phones and switch 
rapidly back and forth between the signal 
coming into your recorder and the playback 
signal coming out of your recorder a fraction 
of a second later. This will lay many things 
bare to your ears because you won't have to 
hold in memory the precise quality of the or- 
iginal sound source. 


3. If you've done much of any live record- 
ing outside the home (musical groups and the 
like) you already know how challenging this 
is -- one main reason being the tremendous 
dynamic ranges involved. It's live and kick- 
in' and you gotta ride herd on it if you want 
decent results. Here again, a three-head can 
better serve. Use "closed" type earphones 
plugged directly into the deck and listen to 
a playback of what was performed a fraction 
of a second earlier. You'll be able to catch 
problems right on the spot, not hours or days 
later in the cushiony comfort of your own 
home listening room. 


4. From a standpoint of design and perform- 
ance, the ideal record head does not make the 
ideal playback head -- and vice versa. So 
when design engineers have to combine both 
into one (the record/play head) they have to 
compromise, especially in the area of ideal 
head gap width. Because of this -- all other 
factors being exactly equal -- a three-head 
will have better overall performance. 


This is not to say that all tapes made on a 
three-head will sound better than all tapes 
made on a two-head. Absolutely not! A tape

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Is Open-Reel Obsolete? 

Q. | have accumulated a large num- 
ber of recorded open-ree/l tapes. Do 
you foresee open-reel becoming obso- 
lete 10 years or so down the road, 
giving way to cassette? 


A. It seems unlikely that open-reel 
analog tape decks will become obso- 
lete in as little as 10 years. While the 
state of the cassette-deck art, includ- 
ing developments in tape, enables a 
“super deck” to rival the performance 
of a quality open-reel deck, it costs a 
great deal of money to achieve this, 
sometimes well over a thousand dol- 
lars. The open-ree! format has several 
advantages over the cassette format, 
such as greater ease of editing, longer 
recording time per reel side, more 
headroom (protection against tape sat- 
uration at high frequencies) because 
of higher speed, choice of speeds, etc. 

Still, the cassette deck has made 
substantial inroads into the market po- 
sition once enjoyed by the open-ree 
deck. While such inroads may well 
continue, they don’t necessarily augur 
complete displacement of open-reel 
machines. 


On the other hand, recognizing the 
marvelous progress of the electronics 
art, it is not beyond belief that both 
cassette and open reel may eventually 
be displaced as home recording de- 
vices. Considering that we live in an 
age where the equivalent of hundreds 
of thousands of transistors, capacitors, 
resistors, etc. may be packed within an 
area about the size of one’s thumbnail 
or less, we may eventually arrive at 
solid-state devices of moderate size 
and with no moving parts that are ca- 
pable of recording and playback in 
digital form. But within 10 years? | real- 
ly can't say.

8 track tapes, Ray Watson wrote: 
"They are pretty simple to re- 
; pair. The hardest part is open- 
ing the housing. After getting inside you untangle the tape 
and adjust the tension. Then splice it. A little judicious 
use of silicone usually helps. The ones that are just broken 
are easy. Just splice them and put the housing together. If 
you can figure out how to get them apart, putting them together 
is a snap."
